SPECIAL ORDINANCE NO.

WHEREAS, on the 14th day of May, 1970, the Board of 
Public Works of the City of Fort Wayne adopted Street Improvement 
Resolution No. 5545-1970, providing for the improvement of St. 
Louis Avenue from the east property line of Bluffton Road to a

WHEREAS, within 10 days after the day named for hearing 
upon said Resolution, a majority of the resident freeholders on 
said street remonstrated against said improvement; and

opinion, a public need and necessity existed for said improve- 
ment, and by its communication dated May 29, 1970, heretofore 
made a record, communicated the foregoing to this body; and 

WHEREAS, Section 107 of Chapter 219 of the Acts of 1905 
j of the State of Indiana, as amended, provides that in the event 
I of such a remonstrance, the improvement shall not be made unless 
specifically ordered by an ordinance within 60 days thereafter, 
passed by two-thirds vote of the Council and approved by the 
Mayor :

303.7 feet east 
thereof in the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, be and the same is 
hereby specifically ordered, ahd this Ordinance shall be and, 
constitute sufficient authority and direction to the Board of 


Public Works of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana in the premises 
to proceed in accordance with said Resolution.
